REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 
THE PARTY A UNIT AGAINST PARTISAN LEGISLA- 
TION. 

Special Dispetch te The Tribune. 

Wasuincton, D. C., May 15.—There was a 
caucus of the House Republicans this afternoon 
lasting three hours. There had been reports 
that acconsiderable number of Republicans were 
not disposed to support a fiiibustering move- 
ment to defeat the investigation resolutions, 
and a caucus was called to discover whether 
these reports were true, and to define the party 
policy. The result showed that the partv is a 
complete unit in opposition to any investigation 
for the reasons set forth in the resolutions. sent 
by the Associated Preas. Upon the assembling 
of the caucus Mr. Hale, of Maine, took the 
cbair, and Mr. Browne, of Indiana, moved that a 
committee of thirteen be appointed to draft 
resolutions expressing the opinion of the cau- 
eus. 

THE RESOLUTION PREVAILED, 
and the following Committee was appointed: 
Browne of Indiana, Garficla of Ohio, Keed of 
Maine, Claflin of Massachusetts, Phillips of 
Kansas, Dunvell of Minnesota, Cannon of 
Illinois, Oliver of Iowa, and Mitchell of Penn- 
syivania. The Committee retired and were ab- 
sent an hour drafting the resolutions. During 
their absence, there was a general interchange 
of opinion, and before the close thirty or forty 
members spoke. There has seldom been so 
general an interchange of views at any 
Republican caucus. The following were. 
the principal speakers: Gen. Banks, 
Gen. Butler, Browne of Indiana, Con- 
ger, Patterson, Blair. Garfield, Haskell. 
Keifer, Hazelton, Burchard, Baker of Indiana, 
Bacon, Paige, and others. Gen. Baaks and 
Browne, of Indiana, made striking speeches. 
Banks declared that the purpose was to strike 
the "Goyernment, and that the motives of the 
promoters of the movemeut were toin some 
manner 
REMOVE HAYES 

either by a declaration of a vacancy in the Presi- 
dential office or by a process of impeachment. 
He thought the situation a very grave and seri- 
ous one. Browne, of Indiana, entertained similar 
views, and was of the opinion that the 
Bepublicans could not be too earnest 
in denouncing this revolutionary movement, 
and in causing the people to understand the true 
situation. Gen. Butler made a speech of some 
length. Some of the Republicans looked upon 
him and his presence in the caucus with sus- 
picion, for it has been intimated that he was

who have pianned this movement, and it is 
known from his own admissions that he had 
personal conferences with the principal wit- 
nesses relied upon by the Democrats in the 
Florida mattcr. However, the Democrais have 
discovered that Butler’s following iu the House 
is but one vote, and Gen. Butler, possibly feel- 
ing his isolation, did not like to absent 
bimself from the Republican caucus. Be- 
ing there, his views as to the 
purpose and intentions of the Democrats were 
worth something. Butler appeared to be of 
opinion that the ultimate intention of the De- 
mocracy was to proceed against the Presiden- 
tial title. Of that he had no doubt. Butler 
was sharply questioned as to the possible modes 
which the Democrats might adopt, and, among 
other things, answered that, after March 4 
next. when the Democrats have cd@@trol of the 
Senate, it would be possible for the Democracy 
of both Houses to decline to recognize either 
Hayes as President or Wheeler as Vice-Presi- 
dent; to

bere of the Senate as the President of the 
United States, and to refuse to hold any com- 
munication with the President executive. 
He did not think that Tilden could by any 
means be seated. 

Mr. Fort, of Illinois, referring to his vote the 
other day, to the effect that the Potter resolu- 
tion was a question’ of privilege, said he had 
been authorized by a former Speaker of the 
House (Blaine), with whom he had conferred 
with that view, and that he voted on the sub- 
ject convinced that it was a question of priv- 
lege. Fort @ad, however, no desire to antagon- 
ize his Republican associates, and 

VOTED CORDIALLY WITH THEM 
upon the resolution which was adopted to-day. 

Bacon and Patterson, of New York, made 
earnest specches against investigation, and 
shared the apprehensions of the other speakers 
that the desyrns of the Democrats were revoiu- 
tionary. Garfield understood that the purpose 
of the Democrats was to attack the Presidential 
title, and he thought the Republicans should 
oppose any investigation. The Democrats could 
have but two objects: either to create campaign 
scandal or to move against the President. If 
the first was their intention, the purpose was 
an unwortby one. If the second, it was revo- 
lutionary. Hale, of Maine, made remarks from 
the chair. He found the caucus more dis- 
posed to oppose any investigation than 
to support his resolution. The point 
was made that if the investigatiou covptemplat- 


ed by Potter’s resolution was revolutionary, the 
Republicans could hardly justify themselves in 
supporting Hale’s amendments, and that the 
wiser course would be to oppose the investi- 
gation. 

From tne action of the caucus itis apparent 
that the party will not make a stand on Hale’s 
amendment, and that they will 

OPPOSB ALL INVESTIGATIONS. 

The position of the Republicans has thus been 
radically changed by the action of the caucus. 
The filibustering of the last few days has pro- 
ceeded upon the Hale amendment, and the de- 
mand of the Republicans that the amendment 
should be admitted. The Democrats have been 
at liberty to draw thelr own inferences that the 
opposition of Republicans would stopif the 
amendment was adopted. 

Upon the report of the Committee appointed 
to draft resolutions, there was some objections 
to the first resolution, which declared that the 
Presidential question had been settled by the 
Electoral Commission, and should not be dis- 
turbed. Some of the Republicans who had 
voted against the Electoral Commission Dill 
preferred that reference to the Commission 
should be omitted, on the ground that the 
Commission was simply a joint committee of 
Congress, and the real power which decided the 
issue was the Forty-fourth Congress. Accord- 
ingly, the resolution was made to read simply 
that the Forty-fourth Congress 

SETTLED THE QUBSTION. 

Upon the first resolution as adopted there 
was entire unanimity. There were a few dis- 
senting votes upon the last resolution, which 
declares that every expedient shall be exhausted 
to defeat any investigation. The decision of 
the caucus practicallv is that filioustering shall 
continue until the Demotrats obtain a quorum 
of their own number, so that the responsibility 
will be with them; the subject of filibustering 
shall remain open after that, and that the Re- 
publicans shall vote as a unit until otherwise 
determined. 

Meanwhile the Democrats are becoming some- 
what uneasy at their own position. Conserva- 
tive Democrats, and a large number of Southern 
Democrats, were very indignant that the party 
should have been forced iuto this movement 
without consultation. Private expressions upon 
this subject to-day 

HAVE BEEN VERY BITTER, 

and onlv the most terrible and tyrannical party 
discipline will keep the Democrats together, 
and there are indications that there will be some 
who under no circumstances will vote for the 
resolution unless it shall positively state that 
the purpose of the inquiry is not to invalidate 
the Presidential title. Carter Harrison has the 
honor of being one of the most. earnest in this 
movement, and it is said that he does not in- 
tend to vote with his party for any investica- 
tion unless some resolution like the following, 
which he has prepared as ap amendment, be 
adopted: 

Wutreas, The Electoral Commission committed 
a grave error in refusing to go behind the Electoral 
certificates in the States of Florida and Louisiana, 
yet their action having been sustained by the vote 
of the Senate and House of Representatives, de- 
claring Rutherford B. Hayes President of the 


United States, itis not wuhin the power of Con- 
gress to annul such declaration. 

It is said that the Democrats who are de- 
termined to take this position are Carter H. 
Harrison of Illinois, Hart of New York, 
Morse of Massachusetts, Müls of Tex- 
as, Buckner of Missouri, and probably 
Alexancer H. Stephens. The latter. it is re- 
ported, will speak upon the subject if oppor- 
tunity is offered. If these men are firm they 
may succeed in defeating the movement, as but 
eight Democratic votes united with the Repub- 
licans are needed to prevent investigation. 

TUE CAUCUS PROCEEDINGS. 
To he Western Associated Press. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 15.—The Kepublican 
members of the House of Kepresentatives held 
a caucus this afternoon immediately after the 
adjournment to take action concerning the prop- 
osition introduced by Representative Potter to in- 
vestigate the alieged Florida and Louisiana Presi- 
dential election frauds. Mr. Hale presided, 
with Mr. Conger as Secretary. The caucus was 
addressed by Representatives Banks, Gartield, 
Hale, Conger, Fort, Browne, Butler, . Ittner, 
Hazelton, Blair, Williams of Wisconsin, Thomp- 
son, and others, all agreeing that the pending 
resolutions offered from the Democratic side 
had a purpose hidden and deep to overthrow 
the present Administration, while the result 
might lead to revolution in the country. The 
ouly question of difference was to how far the 
Republican members should resist the passage 
of the resolution; should the amendment 
now in the hands of Mr. Hale proposing 
to include Oregon, Mississippi, and certain mat- 
ters connected with Louisiana and Florida in 
the investigation be excluded, and.as to whether 
they should by such resistance take the resoon- 
sibility of declining legislation for an indefinite 
period in order to prevent what they deemed 
not only a wrong, but dangerous. It was cen- 
erally held that the intent of the resolution 
was of suflicient gravity to justify resistance to 
the end. 

Mr. Browne submitted a resolution, which 
was agreed to, providing for a Committee of 
Nine to prepare resolutions expressive of the 
sense of the caucus, and the fullowing named 
gentlemen were appginted as said Committee: 
Representatives Browne, Garfield, Reed, Phil- 
lips, Cannon, Claflin, Oliyer, Durrell, and 
Mitchell, They reported the tollowing resolu- 
tions: 

Resolved, That the resolution now pending in 
the House is an attempt in a form unjustifiable and 
illegal to reopen the question of the Presidential 
title, —a question solemnly settled by the action of 
the Forty-fourth Congress, which alone had juris- 
diction,—and therefore revolutionary and de- 
structive of good erder, business prosperity, and 
the peace of the country. 

kesolved, That the effort of the Democratic ma- 
jority to force upon the House, without opportuni- 
ty fur amendment or debate, a measure of such 
a revolutionary character, which has not been rec- 
ommended or considered by any of its Committecs, 
but has been devised by individuals for private or 
party ends, should be resisted by all means which 
are authorized by the rules of the House. 

The first resolution passed unanimously: the 
second passed with only a few members of the 
caucus dissenting.

TACTICS. 
RANDALL'S INTENTIONS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

WasHinoton, D. C., May 15.—Republicans 
think Speaker Randall, as soon as a quorun. of 
Democrats is obtained, will break the dead- 
lock by an unexpected ruling. Hitherth filibus- 
tering has only consisted in the passive opposi- 
tion of the Republicans who have declined to 
vote. That breaks a quorum, and when the 
Democrats do not have a quorum of their own 
party uothing can be done; but, that quorum 
ovce secured, different tactics will be necessary. 
The Republicans, to deteat the resolution, will 
have to adopt an aggressive policy, and would 
have to move to adjourn, and to ad- 
journ a certain, day and the like. 
It is possible that, after one 
motion to adjourn has been made, the Speaker 
might rule that to adjourn toa certain day is 
nota question of as high a privilege as the 
Potter resolution. The language of Randall’s 
decision in declaring the Potter resolution a 
question of privilege seems to have 

ANTICIPATED SOME SUCH RULING, 

and to have proceeded upon the assumption 
that the resolution mplated an attack 
upon the Presidential e. Mills, of Texas, 
one of the Democrats opposed to investigation,- 
says the peole dc not demand an investigation, 
and the South least of all. The need of the 
public is repose and relief; that the resolution 
contemplates an attack upon the Presidential 
title, and that the attempt will unite the Re- 
publicans and give them the next House. 


Clarkson Potter may be said to have some 


personal motive in securing the investigation, 
as he would 

BECOME CHAIRMAN OF THE COMMITTE. 
He now has no Chairmanship, having refused 
to serve as Chairman of the Committee on 
Pacitic Railroads. 

The Democratic revoiutionary leaders are 
dragooning all members of their party who op- 
pose investigation. Attempts are being made 
to have mass-meetings held and peti- 
tions sent urging the investigation. The 
Democrats expect to obtain their quorum 
by Saturday. Notices have been sent

to Republicans that all 
a quorum will terminate upon that date. In 
the caucus the point was made that the lan- 
guage of the Potter resolution. which is claim- 
ed to be based upon the Blair memorial, as well 
as the language of lali’s decision on the 
question of privilege, show that the movement 
is intended as an attack on the President. Res- 
olutions were offered setting forth this faith, 


but were not adopted. 
The Republican Congressional Committee 
will soon issue an address to the country show- 


ing the revolutionary efforts of the Democracy. 
DEMOCRATIC INHARMONY. 

Closer investigation shows that the Demo- 
crats will have greater difficulty with their own 
party tnan they supposed. The Democratic 
caucus was not as harmonious as the Demo- 
cratic authorities have stated. Casey Young, of 
Tenvessee, proposed an émendment to the Pot- 
ter resolution in thes@, words: “But it is 
not intended by thes@ proceedings to dis- 
turb the present Qbief Magistrate in 
the occupancy of his office, or 
to impair public confidence in 
the policy be has ina@gurated towards the 
Southern States.“ This amendment was earn 
estly advocated by Young, Chalmers, House, 
Reagan, Mills, Harrison, and Ewing, and upon 
the vote 32 favoured the amendment. Many 
others are claimed to opposed it, but were 
whipped into the party traces by the Speaker. 
The friends of Casey Young to-night say that 
he will compel the — ate of his. amend- 
ment or de feat Potter’s msolution.

Secretarv Evarts and Rogers, the President's 
private secretary, before the Senate Committee 
on Appropriations, to-day claimed that the 
House made inadequate provision for the nec- 
essary expenditures of their departments. 

ORD’S ORDER. 

The War Department is informed that Gen. 
Ord has in general order reissued the existing 
District com- 
manders are instructed that they must adhere to 
them strictly while there is an acknowledged

SENATE. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., May 15.—Mr. Christian- 
cy, from the Committee on the Revision of the 
Laws, reported back the petition of Robert G. 
Ingersoll and others asking for the repeal or 
modification of certain provisions of the Revised 
Statutes forbidding the trausportat ion throurh 
the mails of certain matter, pictures, ete., and 
moved its reference to the Committee on Ju- 
diciary.

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MURDER. 


A Tenant Shot Down in Cold Blood by His 
Landiord—An Aggravated Case. 

What appears upon the surface to de one of 
the most cold-blooded murders ever perpe- 
trated in this city occurred shortly. be- 
fore last midnight in the southwest 
section of the city,—a localtty that is notorious 
for bitter animosities between the Irish and Bo- 
hemian nationalities. The lateness of the 
bour which the news reached down- 
town preciuded any extended in- 
vestigation into the  particuiars. Briefly, 
however, the facts are these: At the hour men- 
tioned, Officer James Brennan. of the West Twelfth 
Street Station, while patroling his beat, heard some 
ehooting in the neighborhooa of Canal and Fifteenth 
streets. He ran at once in that direction, 
and reached the corner just in time to 
see a man go througha gate, deliberately ciose it. 
and enter the two-story frame dwelling, No. 12 
Fifteenth etreet. He followed the man clear up 
stairs in the house, and inquired if it was he who 
haa done the shooting, to which the 
map replied, ‘* Yes, andthe ——- —— —— ought 
to be killed. The oes eae arrested this 
man, a Bohemian, nam Joseph Sparks, and 
owner of the premises Upon going outof the 
house a man was found lying dead in the 
ditch directly in front of the house, and 
upon examining the corpse it proved to be that of 
Michael DeWitt, an Irish laborer occupying the 
rear down-stairs part of Sparks’ house. Sparks 
was sent on to the station, and the body 
of the dead man was iaid out in 
his own apartments. An 2 revealed the 
fact that four out of the six shots fired by Sparks 
had taken effect. One had passed directly 
through the heart ana must have caused 
instantaneous death, another nad entered the body 
a few inches to one side. andthe two others had 
pierced the abdomen. The shots must have been 
fired in close prozimity to the body, as the clothing 
was Visibly marked. 

While Officer Brennan was uv-stairs in Sparks“ 
apartments and while the bodv of the dead man 
was yet lying in the gutter, Jacob Wineoearer, who 
occupies the front rooms in the same building, 
went out and threw several stones, one 
of which weighed sear! ten pounds, 
directly upon the dying man, all the while calling 
down imprecatihns of the most fearfui character. 
Then he boasted of the dead, and while doing so 
was arrested by Officer John McTigue, 
and charged with being accessory to the 
murder. The prisoner was disgusting in the man- 
ner in which he cursed the soulof the dead man. 
Fouler language never parted the lips of mortal 
man. 

Sparks, the murderer, a Bohemian only 23 years 
of age, was more subaned, and talked freely of 
the affair. He heaped maledictions upon hi« vie- 
tim, and seemed to feel justified in his action. 
So broken ap was his story tnat the actual 
particulars could only be gleaned now, and 
then. In his defense he stated that the deceased 
Michael Dewitt was a very bad man, and had caused 
so much trouble that he ought to die. He had 
been a tenant of the house for some 
months, and was very backward in paying 
the rent, as well as intensely disagreeable to his 
(Spark's) family and the neighbors. Taere had 
been a continual dickering between the DeWitt 
family and the others, and this culminated yes- 
terday in quite aspat between the Dewitts and 
Mrs. Sparks and her family. It is alleged that 
DeWitt strnck her several times, and called her 
and the family all sorte of hard names. When 
Sparks came home in the evening he sougnt for De- 
Witt but could not find bim. He kept watch 
until near midnight when he saw Dewitt approach- 
ing the honse. Sparks alleges at this point, that 
as Dewitt approached he drew some weapon, and 
claims that he could distinctly see 
it, althongh he could not tell what it 
was. No words passed between: them 
Sparks fring at once upon approaching him, an 
hurling forth oaths as he didso. Even by his own 
statement, it is so appalling a case of cold-blooded 
murder that it makes one’s blood run cold. There 
is absolutely nothing to offer in palliation of 
tne offense. One pointand only one is obscure. 
There were, so far as known, any witnesses of the 
Killing, and it is possible that sparks will make up 

of a wordy combat between 

followed by Dewitt assaulting 

him violently. In contradiction of any such story, 

the police will vouch for the fact that no weapon 

was found rpon the person of the dead man, nor 

could anything of the sort be found on the scene of 
te murder after a most 2 search. 

Michael Dewitt was an Irishman, 37 years of 
age, and leavesa wife and three children. His 
family say that they have been subjected to 
all sorte of indigaities by Sparks and 
the Winebearers, and that outrageous treatment 
was alone the cause of yesterday's quarrel. Tue 
exact particulars as to the dispute about the rent 
could not be ascertained last ni 

The affair created the most 
in the neighborhood, as all the parties are well 
known. It is therefore very probabie that the 
Coroner's jury and other investigations to-day 
may develop new facts.

“ SYLPH.” 


Gen. McDonald, of St. Louls Whisky-Ring 
Notoriety, Gets into Further Troubie 
While Looking Afcer a Friend’s Widow, 

Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Prixceton, Wis., May 13.—The McDonald 
scandal is a tolerably fresh quid for lovers of nine- 
day wonders. For some time it has been rumored 
that, immediately after his release from Jefferson 
City, Gen. McDonald took a young French widow 
from St. Louis to his country seat at Green Lake, 
Wis., and that the Madame's presence was dis- 
tasteful to Mrs. McDonald and her daughter. 

The boil broke Monday, May 6, when *‘Sylph’’ 
executed the un-fair-y-like feat of breaking a 
goblet over Mrs. McDonald’s head, and cutting that 
lady’s hand severely. Gen. McDonald then locked 
his wife in their room and retired, bidding her to 
do the same; but about midnight she escaped 
through a window and fied to a farm-house near 
by. The next day she procured the arrest of the 
woman for assault; the hearing was before Justice 
Olin, in the little Village of Dartford The wom- 
an pleaded *‘ guilty,” and was fined $10 and costs, 
which the General paid. He also appeared as her 
attorney, thus arraying himself against his wife. 
He claimed that the supposed ‘‘Sylph’’ was a 
Mrs. La Mothe, a widow left in his charge 
by her dying husband. (He did not mention that 


she has an ex-husband living, and four children, 
tne eldest about 15 years old.) She swore that she 


tiser ;

In 
the trial Mrs. La Mothe said that she sometimes 
did not speak to Mrs. McDonald for a week, and 
that she treated heras she would a child 3 years 
old. Mra. McDonald is said to be an intelligent, 
Christian lady, quite silvery-haireéd. Mrs, 
La Mothe is a dashing beauty, giving her age as 28 
years. On her last birthday, Feb. 22, McDonald 
presented her with an elegant diamond ring, and 
as his birth anniversary occurred on the same day 
—by way of coincidence—she returned the com- 
— oy presenting him with a handsome dress-

Mrs. McDonald has instituted proceedings for 
divorce, and peculiar revelations will be made.

JOHN MORRISSEY. 


Some Anecdotes Regarding His Career in 
Congress—How Garfield Was Induced to 
“Introduce” Bim to the House—John’s 
Gratitade for the Service Rendered. 

Special Correspondence of The Tridwne. 

CLEVELAND, O., May 11.—Probably no more 
remarkable production of our republican insti- 
tutions bas come forth for years than the prize- 
fighter-gam bier-statesman, John Morrissey, who 
bas just been buried at Troy, N. Y. 

When this man came to Congress, a great 
bowl was made in regard to bis antecedents, 
apd justly, too. The better class of members 
drew up their cloaks about them, and would 
not associate with him, but many of them came 
to respect bim very much more before his term 
was over, for he was found to have some of the 
characteristics of true manhood inclosed 
underneath bis rough - exterior, and real- 
ly voted on some of the great ques- 
tions which came before Congress with more 
discrimination than the average Congressman. 
He kuew what effect financia) measures would 
have upon Wall street, and from this judged of 
their effect upon the country. But I did not 
start out to write an apology for the dead nrize- 
figoter, nor to eulogize his ebaracter, but simply 
to state some facts in regard to his history 
which are not generally known. 

When John came to Washington as the mem- 
ber- elect trom one of the New York City dis- 
tricts his reception was very cold. His fame 
had preceded him, and every one kept aloof. 
It is the custom of the House that the retiring 
member shall introduce the member-elect, but 
the man whom the ex-gambler succeeded would 
not introduce him. He felt that it was disgrace 
enough to be defeated by such a competitor. 
At this time some one, asa joke, introduced 
Morrissey to Gen. Garfield as one of the leaders 
of the Democratic party. Asamere matier of 
courtesy, Gen. Garfleid asked the gambler if 
there was anything he could do for him. 

Well,“ said Morrissey, since you mention 
it, I should like to get started richt here. I'm 
not much used to it, and I don’t want to make 
no mistake. If you will introduce me you will 
do me a great favor, for 1 don’t want to be 
laughed at.” 

The General says that he at first thought he 
would not introduce the ex-gambler, but final- 
ly, after thinking the matter over for a mo- 
ment, he made up his mind that there could be 
no harm in it. Morrissey had been decided 
elected, and, saying nothing in regard to his 
past life, he now certainly bad the rights of a 
member of the House, and so complied with 
the request. The General, in referring to the 
subject afterwards, said that he must confess 
that he felt somewhat ashamed to march down 
to the Clerk’s desk in the gambler’s company, 
but he did so without any apparent compunc- 
tions of conscience. 

Alter this, time passed on and nothing more 
was thought of the introduction of the new 
member, until one day when Morrissey met the 
General by chance and began the conversation 
as follows: 

„Geueral, you done me a great favor by in- 
troducing me at the beginning, and I won’t for- 
get it. either. I may have a chance sometime 
to pay it back. You see I was just beginning 
then, aud I wouldn't of made a mistake for 
$10,000. You see people would of laughed so 
because it was me. The man who went out of 
this place used me mighty shabby, and I shall 
remember that. He will never get another 
office so long as John Morrissey has a dollar to 
fight him with.“ 

The General told him tbat he felt he had sim- 
ply done a thing of courtesy between gentie- 
men, and Morrissey went on: 

“You see 1 bought my nomination, There 
is no secret about that; but some wonder how 
I was elected. I will tell vou. They wanted 
my money, and I wanted the office. You see, 
I conciuded that I ought to have something 
pretty good by way of name for my boys. They 
didn’t care much for me, but I quietly paid 
them $25,000 for tne nomination, and I was 
then pretty certain of getting elected. 
After that I didn’t pay out anything 
in buying potes. There were some 
expenses for drinks, etc., and that was all. I 
found out the limits of my district, and tried to 
sce every voter in it. I would speak to a man 
very cordially, tell him who I was, and ask Him 
to vote for me. If he promised to do so, all 
right. If not, I made a note of it, and tried to 

‘sce him again. In this way I gota great many 

who had never voted before, and a good major- 

ity followed. 

When the General was in New York, about a 
year later, on his way to Connecticut, to engage 
in the canvass of the State, he was met upon the 
streets by Morrissey, with bis usual blangness, 
and inquired of as to his destination. 

» am going now to Connecticut to engage in 
the canvass of Demming’s district.” 

‘* Demmin 's a good feller, and he did me a 
favor once which I never will forget. Take this 
to him, and tell him some of his friends sent it 
to him. He can use it in the expenses of the 
campaign.“ 

‘* [ will tell him,.“ said Mr. Garfield, that 
his friend Morrissey sent it to him.” 

No, I'd rather you would not. Say his 
friends sent it to him to assist him. It might 
not dowell to have it known that I, a Dem- 
ocrgt, helped him, a Republican. But the 
money will do just as much good as though he 
knew where it came from.“ 

And so the money wastaken. He did many 
other things that showed that he constantly kept 
in miud the favor that the General had done 
him, and, in fact. notwithstanding the great dis- 
r between the two, they became quite fast 
Iriends. 

Morrissey's life taugbt a lesson of fidelit 
which was wanting in the case of Tweed, an 
80 far as his public life was concerned, he was 
both honest and honorable. ARY.

MADE A BISHOP.

SrRINGrixip, Mass., May 15.—The Rev. Dr. 
Alexander Burgess, Rector of Christ Church, who 
was in February elected Bishop of Quincy, was to- 
day consecrated to that office with eolemn ceremo- 
nies, in which six Bishops and seventy-five of the 
clergy participated. The presiding Bishop was 
the Rt. -Rev. Dr. Smith. Bishop of Kentacky, who. 
by virtue of his seniority, is Presiding Bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in America, ana 
the assisting Bishops were Williams, of Connecti- 
cut; Clark, of Rhode Island; Littlejohn, of Long 
Isiand; Paddock, of Massachusetts; and Munting- 
ton, of Central New York. The communion 
service, in which 
tion is introduced, was begun by Bishop 
Paddock, who read the Zollect and the Epistle. 
After the hymn beginning Go forth ye heralds in 
My name had deen sung, Bishop Huntington 
preached the sermon, an eloquent discourse, on 
Tue Office and Character of a Bishop in Ameri- 
ca. This was followed vy the hymn, ‘* Jesus. my 
streneth, mv hope,” after which PBishop-elect 
Burgess, having been vested with bis rochet. was 
presented by Bishops Williams and Paddock to 
presiding Bishop Smith. who made the prescribed 
demand for the testimonials .of his elec- 
tion. These were read by the Rev. Dr. 
Benedict, of Quincy, III., and President Pynchon, 
of Trinity College, Hartford. The Bishop- 
elect then repeated with great solemnity the fol- 
lowing promise: In the name of God., amen. I. 
Alexander Burgess, chosen Bishop of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Quincy, do 
promise conformity and obedience to the doctrine. 
discipline, and worship of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, so help 
me God, through Jesus Christ.“ The Litany was 
read by Bishop Littlejohn. After prayer and the 
prescribed questioning of the candidate by the 
Presiding Bishop, the Bishop-elect was in 
vested with the Episcopal robe. and 
the six Bishops, placing their hands upon 
his head (the candidate kneeling), repeated in al- 
ternation with the congrecation the Veni Crea- 
tor Spiritus. Then, after further piayer, the 
Presiding Bishop, in a firm and clear voice, re- 
pested: Receive the Holy Ghost for the office 
and work of a Bishop in the Church of God, now 
committed onto thee by the inspiration of our 
hande in the name of the Father, and of the Son. 
andof the Holy Ghost, amen, and remember that 
thon stirup the grace of God which is given thee 
by this imposition of our hands, for God has not 
riven us the spirit of fear, but of power, and 
ove, and soberness.”” The holy communion 
followed, and concluded the services, which, in- 
cluding morning prayer, were four hours long. A 
large and deeply-interested audience remained til) 
the close. he Rev. Robert H. Haine, of Balti- 
more, Ma., formerly of haiamazoo, Mich., was 
Marshai of the occasion, and he and others of the 
clergy wished to introdace some imposing ritual- 
istic features into the ceremonial, but this was 
forvidden boy Presiding Bishop Smith, who is a 
pronounced Low Churchman.

SETTING TRAMPS TO WORK, 
Lowell ( Mase.) Courter. 

Boston did something last winter towards settling 
the tarmp question. In the winter of 1877 a spec- 
tator might have seen, On pretty much any morn- 
ing, acrowd of 150 or more of vagrants waiting 
around the Chardon-Street Home for a gratuitous 
breakfast. These folks had spent the night in the 
beds of the various poliee-stations, and they were 
living regularly inthis manner. At length the 
Overseers provided a pile of wood and some saws, 
and then requirea every applicant to do two hours’ 
work previous to receiving a meal. Some of 
the reguiar visitors thereupon marched off 
and were seen no more, saying that they 
hadn't fallen so low as to work for a 
meal. The numberof vagrants soon fell off to 
about fifteen. Whenthis last winter set in, the 
Overseers procured some 300 coras of wood from 
the city, and, for two days’ work upon it, they 
gave the worker an order for $2 worth of pro- 
visions and groceries at wholesale prices. Then, 
finding that even at that rate the dealers were 
making a profit on the poor of some 50 per cent. 
the city opened a store of its own at the Home, and 
delivered the articles bought. In this way, the 
articles, with all expenses added, did not cost two- 
thirds as much as under the old system at whole- 
sale prices. The 
wirably in relieving the really destitute, and at a 
cost of $20, 000 less than the vear before, It is in- 
tended to keep up the wood-yard and the supply- 
store as permanent institutions.

From the hearts of the 
whole American people, of all parties and 
division of parties, there comes an earnest 
and vigorous protest against any rehearsal 
of the story of the Louisiana and 
Florida elections, unless there be some 
legitimate result proposed, and there 
is as unanimous a purpose on the 
part of a wearied and disgusted peo- 
ple to hold that representative guilty of a 
betrayal of the hopes and interests of an op- 
pressed and suffering people who shall de- 
lay, postpone, defeat, and arrest the great 
pending measures of national legislation, to 
turn the House of Representatives into a 
mere vehicle for the publication of the filth 
and falsehood of confessed liars and scoun- 
drels. 

In the Pennsylvania Republican State 
Convention yesterday a timely opportunity 
was missed to express the sentiments of the 
Republicans of that and every other State in 
the Union by the adoption of a resolution 
denouncing in vigorous language the shame- 
ful fraud now being practiced upon the 
American people by the Democratic majority 
in the National House of Representatives in 
blocking the wheels of legislation for the 
purpose of forcing through a mischievous 
partisan measure. Such a declaration would 
have served to rally the entire Republican 
strength of the State to an expression 
at the polls of their condemnation of 
the Tilo trickery which the Democracy 
have resorted to for political purposes, and 
would have set in motion the ball for other 
State Conventions to keep a-rolling. The 
Convention at Harrisburg may have reflected 
the indifference with which the Cameron 
family regard the sturdy contest which the 
minority are waging in Washington, but it 
is not possible that the Republicans of the 
State at large are equally indifferent as to 
the result of that contest., The hostility to 
President Hayzs which prompted the omis- 
sion is likely to prove a costly blunder upon 
the part of the Cameron Implacables who 
manipulated the Convention. 


We reprint this morning the significant 
leader from the New York Sun which warns 
the Democratic politicians that their party 
success at the next Presidential election is 
by no means assured, as they seem to im- 
agine. The Sun is probably the most ir- 
reconcilable Democratic organ published in 
the North, and yet the purport of its utter- 
ances is an earnest and vigorous protest 
against the arrogant. dictation of the Con- 
federate Brigadiers and the abject submis- 
sion of the Northern doughfaces. All the 
political signs of the present session of Con- 
gress indicate that the Democratic party is 
again as thoroughly under the domination of 
a Southern and sectional element as it was 
before the War, and that Democratic acqui- 
sition of power will be used as a means for 
robbing the Public Treasury to pay Rebel 
clams and satisfy a greedy demand 
for Southern subsidies. The Sun recognizes 
that the Democratic candidate for President 
will go into the campaign with this mill- 
stone about his neck, and.calls upon the 
Democratic majority in Congress to take it 
off. But the Sun will sound its alarm in 
vain. The strength of the Democratic party 
is in the South, and the South will use it for 
its own advantage in defiance of justice and 
patriotism. The Democratic party has no 
leaders at the North who dare to protest 
against the dictation of the Confederate Brig- 
adiers. 


THE DEMOCRATIC OBSTRUCTIONISTS. 
The Democratic party in Congress has de- 
clared a national lock-out. It hasclosed the 
doors of Congress, has suspended the ma- 
chinery of legislation, arrested the legitimate 
appropriations for the support of the Gov- 
ernment, and has left the business of the 
country in confusion and uncertainty, for 
the purpose of coercing the Republicans in 
the House to consent to the appointment of 
a partisan committee to investigate allega- 
tions of fraud in the election of 1876. This 
investigation is conceded to have no refer- 
ence to any possible action touching the 
validity of the President’s title to the office ; 
that it is not intended to furnish any pre- 
text for undoing or reversing anything done; 
but the object is merely to rake the slums 
for witnesses willing to smirch the character 
of other persons. The offer to order a gen- 
eral investigation, including the other States 
where elections are charged with fraud, was 
rejected, investigation being intended to give 
the McLans, Dennisxs, CHAN DLERS, and the 
blackmailers and confessed perjurers and 
forgers of Florida and Louisiana an oppor- 
tunity to expose their own mfamy in an 
effort to blacken others. In order to force the 
passage of such a resolution, the Democratic 
caucus has ordered that no more legislation 
of any kind shall take place. 

The bill of the Senate providing for the 
issue of $100,000,000 of 4 per cent bonds 
at par for greenbacks ,and silver is left on 
the table of the House without action, that 
McLin may have an opportunity of ven- 
tilating his self-accusations and -general 
defamation. What is the reduction of two 
millions of dollars in tbe annual interest 
on the public debt compared with the 
story of MclLan’s knowledge of frauds 
upon the ballot-box in some Florida 
precinct?

Here is a gr at public necessity, 
demanding prompt action, calling for pro- 
tection to the owners of a thousand millions 
of hard-earned savings, now locked up in 
private corporations which offer poor security 
for safety. Action on this bill, and on all 
other kindred bills, has been arrested and in- 
definitely postponed, that Mr. Dennis, of 
Florida, may be paraded before the country, 
under the auspices of a Democratic commit- 
tee, to tell his story of what he knows about 
ballot-boxing, and of official perjury and dis- 
honesty in the State of Florida in No- 
vember, 1876. Nearly three years ago, 
Mr. Mogxison, the Democratic leader from 
Illinois, presented to the country an elaborate 
statement of the frauds, abuses, robberies, 
and plundering of the people, committed, 
invited, and authorized by the ultra high 
tariff; and he at the same time presented a 
bill proposing to remedy these abuses, and 
to some extent mitigate the oppressive taxa- 
tion imposed upon the people under the 
fraudulent pretense of encouraging home 
industry. Despite his efforts, the Demo- 
cratic House refused to act upon the meas- 

with the tariff unchanged, 
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Hanno, Sprinczn, Kwarr, Hara, 
TowNnsHEnpD, Eprx, and Sranzs? Are they ex- 
hibiting any zeal or enthusiasm, or are they 
by vote or speech urging the mitigation of 
the most oppressive taxation known among 
civilized men? Not so. Mr. Morrisox and 
his Democratic colleagues have sold out the 
people and the country, and have suspended 
all action and debate on the tariff, and, put- 
ting themselves under the command of the 
Democratic Protectionists of Peansylvania, 
New Jersey, New York, Connecticut, Mary- 
land, and Ohio, have abandoned a suffering 
and plundered country to investigate whether 
Mavison Weis and Anperson acted dis- 
honestly on the Returning Board in Louisi- 
ana, and whether McLain and Dennis—the 
latest Democratic converts—are in fact 
the scoundrels they voluntarily con- 
fess themselves to be. Do these 
men in Congress believe that the coun- 
try is willing at this moment to give 
up all the legislation so long waited for, and 
of late so hopefully expected, to investigate 
Republican frauds which have resulted in 
giving Democratic State Governments to 
Louisiana and Florida? The purpose to 


question the legality of Hayzs’ election is 


disclaimed, and therefore an investigation as 
to the election in those two States must be 
barren of any result on which any legislative 
or judicial action can be based. Conceding 
the absolute and therefore unquestionable 
legality of Hayes’ election, the proposed in- 
vestigation of the election in those States in 
November, 1876, is as useless and idle as 
would be the investigation at this time of the 
election in New York City, in 1844, by 
which Pork was elected, or that of 1868, 
when Seymour was fraudulently awarded the 
vote of New York. 

If these Democrats in Congress think 
they will be sustained by the people, 
East or West, in this lock-out of the 
country, this suspension of legislation, and 
this arrest and defeat of measures of vital 
importance to the country, for no other pur- 
pose than to reopen the stale stories of 
fraud concerning elections in Florida and 
Louisiana, and for no other purpose than to 
give new publicity to what has long since 
ceased to interest any one, then these gentle- 
men fearfully underrate the intelligence of 
the people, and as fearfully presume upon 
the patience and forbearance of the country. 


ASSISTANT-APPRAISER KENT. 

The Brycuam and Hinps Customs Investi- 
gation Commission, assisted by Mr. L. Z, 
Leiter, of Chicago, and other Western mer- 
chants, commenced its session in New York 
yesterday. We call the attention of the 
Commission, in the outset, to the case of 
Mr. WILLIAM Kent, one of the Assistant Ap- 
praisers of New York. Mr. Kent was ap- 
pointed an Examiner in the New York Ap- 
praiser’s office in 1873, and assigned to the 
silk division. He possesses a thorough 
knowledge of the foreign value of silks. He 
is probably the best silk expert in the 
country. He has had charge of the silk 
division of the New York Appraiser’s office 
several years; he is therefore responsible 
for its conduct. If it has been well con- 
ducted, WILLIAM Kxvr 1s entitled to all the 
credit of its faithful management, and de- 
serves the promotion he has lately received. 
But if it has been wretchédly conducted, if 
it has been the source of immense frauds 
upon the revenue, then the promotion of 
Mr. Kent is a gross blunder or a great crime 
against the integrity of the civil service. 
Now, we charge the fact to be that the era 
of great silk frauds by undervaluation at the 
New York Custom-House dates from 1873,— 
the time of the appointment of Kent as Ex- 
aminer. These frauds are so notorious that 
when a Western importer is asked why he 
does not import broad silks as well as other 
foreign merchandise in which he deals, he 
laughs at the verdancy of the inquirer. If 
he is in a facetious or sarcastic frame of 
mind he will say, ‘‘I can buy silks of the 
New York agents of foreign manufacturers, 
who steal them through the New York Cus- 
tom-House at undervalutions, at from 20 to 
30 per cent less than it would cost me to im- 
port.” Have these silk undervalutions, 
which have continued through the entire 
official term of Mr. Kryr as examiner of 
silks, been possible on account of his igno- 
rance of the value of silks? If so, he was un- 
fit for the place he occupied, and is there- 
fore unworthy of promotion to an Assistant 
Appraisership. Did he know that nine-tenths 
of the silk importations at the port of New 
York, during his term of office, were under- 
valued, and sufferthem to pass notwith- 
standing? If so, he is guilty of a crime, and 
ought to be prosecuted and punished, instead 
of rewarded with promotion. Let us see 
whether Mr. WILIA Kent, late silk exam- 
iner and now Assistant Appraiser, in absolute 
charge of the silk division of the Apprai ser's 
office at New York, is probably vicious or 
ignorant. In April, 1875, Secretary Bristow 
sent the Lion. Lom x Buropeet, then 
Genéral Appraiser at Philadelphia, to 
New York to investigate the con- 
duct of the Appraiser’s office at 
that port. Mr. Kent's division came 
under his particular attention. Now, we 
suggest to the Commission to inquire wheth- 
er, during the period of Mr. Broporr's 
stay at New York, Mr. Kent did not ad- 
vance nearly every silk invoice that passed 
through his hands. If it turns omt to be true 
that he did, this fact wili show pretty con- 
clusively that Mr. Kewr is not ignorant of 
the foreign value of silks when under the 
eye of a superior who seeks to have the laws 
faithfully executed. 2. Let the Commission 
inquire whether Mr, Kenr did not as a mat- 
ter of fact, soon after Mr. Buoneet left New 
York, cease to advance silks. 
Commission to decide whether, if this should 
prove to be the fact, it is evidence of vicious- 
ness on the part of Mr. Kent. The Com- 
mission ought to be able to find from the 
records whether these suggestions in regard 
to Mr. Kenr’s course during and after Mr. 
Broboxr's visit are well founded. 

In March last Mr. H. B. James, Chief of 
the Customs Division of the Treasury De- 
partment, made a report to Secretary . Saga- 
MAN, in which occurred the following pas- 
sage: Some of the heaviest New York im- 
porters have ceased importing certain lines 
of goods because they could buy ther cheaper 
in New York from the agents of the manu- 
facturers than they could import them.” 
Of course one of the lines of goods refg#ed 
to by Mr. Jamesis broad silks. It is a - 
mission that heavy importers have been 
driven from the foreign silk markets by 
undervaluations; and such undervaluations 
are in the division of Mr. Kur. The con- 
clusion is irresistible that the man 
Kent in charge of thé division where 
an extensive system of undervalua- 
tion exists is either ignorant or cor- 
rupt. The inference from the language of 


James is that he regards Keyr as ignoran t 


or oorrupt. And yet, while in possession 
of this knowledge, Jaun permits Kent to 
be promoted! Still worse. Is it not rea- 
sonable to presume that James’ advice on the

THE OHIO DEMOCRATIC FRAUD. 

The Democratic majority in the Ohio Leg- 
islature has finally pushed its Redistricting 
bill through by a strict party vote, under cir- 
cumstances which aggravate the iniquity 
originally conceived. The Legislature had 
resolved to adjourn Monday evening, but on 
Friday received a peremptory notice from 
Speaker Ranpauu, Sayter, Fernanpo Woop, 
and other influential Democratic mem- 
bers of Congress, that the gerrymandering 
bill must be passed. A resolution was in- 
troduced to rescind the adjournment resolu- 
tion. By a hocus-pocus arrangement between 
the Speaker of the legislative House and the 
Democratic leader, tlie rescinding resolution 
was carried against the strong opposition of 
the Republican minority. To overcome 
this opposition the Speaker adopted 
the extraodinary expedient of violat- 
ting the rules and overruling a point of 
order that was palpably well taken. The 
rescinding resolution was taken from the 
table on a snap-vote, the Speaker recog- 
nizing for that purpose a Democratic mem- 
ber who stood near the desk and spoke so 
low that he was not heard by the Republicans. 
The vote on this motion was ‘immediately 
put and declared carried. The resolution 
quickly passed the Senate, where the Demo- 
cratic majority is larger and under better 
discipline. So the session was extended, and 
the dispatches yesterday morning reported 
the passage of the infamous Reapportion- 
ment bill, 

The effect of the bill will be to secure thir- 
teen or fourteen Democratic Congressmen 
out of twenty, on the basis of the vote of 
1876, when, it will be remembered, Hayzs 
had a majority of nearly 7,000 in the State. 
It is calculated that a Republican majority of 
20,000 to 25,000 would be necessary to over- 
come the Democratic reapportionment and 
secure a majority of the Congressmen. This 
result has been accomplished partly by load. 
ing Republican counties down with Dem- 
ocratic majorities in adjoining counties, 
and partly by massing the Republican vote 
in afew districts. Thus the Eleventh District 
on the new basis will have a Republican ma- 
jority of 11,800, the Fourth District a ma- 
jority of 6,090, and the Ninth District a ma- 
jority of 6,181. The largest Democratic 
majority (in the Fifth District) will be 4,765. 
The Cincinnati Gazette says that thirteen of 
the reconstructed districts are Democratic, 
according to the vote of 1876, by majorities 
ranging from 75 to 4,765, while seven are 
Republican by majorities ranging from 417 
to 11,800. The aggregate of Republican 
majorities in the seven~ districts exceeds by 
nearly 7,000 the aggregate of the Democratic 
majorities in the thirteen districts. 

The motives of the Democrats in putting 
this scandalous job through are to make 
more places in Congress for ambitious Ohio 
Democrats, and to secure a majority of the 
State delegation in Congress so that, in case 
of a Presidential contest, the vote of the Re- 
publican State of Ohio may be thrown for 
the Democratic candidate. These motives have 
been publicly avowed with an effrontery sel- 
dom witnessed in American politics. This 
was a case in which effrontery was the only 
line of conduct that could win. There is 
not the pretense of an excuse for gerryman- 
dering, except that which can be found in 
the urgent necessities of the Democratic 
party. Thepresent apportionment was made 
only six years ago. It is as fair as any that 
could be devised. Though it has given the 
Republicans twelve Congressmen out of 
twenty on a majority of 7,000, this has only 
been due to a lucky combination of chances, 
by which some close districts have 
been carried by the Republicans. The Dem- 
ocrats would be likely to have precisely simi- 
lar results if they could obtain a similar ma- 
jority in the State. They seem to prefer to 
obtain it by fraud, giving themselves the 
Congressmen while they leave their oppo- 
nents the majorities. The programme of 
fraud, conceived in Washington and carried 
out partially in Ohio, has thus become dis- 
tinctly a part of the Democratic policy. 

This Democratic fraud is bound to be injuri- 
ous, in the long run, to the Democratic party. 
It will provoke retaliation. Ohio is a Re- 
publican State. The next Logislature will 
be Republican, and it will undo the work of 
its predecessor, even though there may be 
but one or two elections to be held before 
the reapportionment under the new census. 
Besides the effect in the State, there will be 
a storm of popular indignation outside the 
State, which will cost the Democratic party 
more than it can gain by any temporary ad- 
vantage procured by fraud. That party has 
still to leara that fraud, in the long run, does 
not pay in American politics. If it bad not 
organized fraud in Washington in attempt- 
ing to upset the decision of the Electoral 
Commission, and perpetrated fraud in 
Ohio to msure its triumph in future elec- 
tions, it would be far stronger before the 
people in 1880 than it is now likely to be. 
This gerrymandering fraud may be tem- 
porarily injurious to the Republican party 
in Ohio. It may disfranchise for a time, so 
far as representation in the National House 
of Representatives is concerned, 20,000 to 
25,000 respectable and intelligent voters. It 
may even result in casting the vote of Ohio 
as u State in Congress contrary ‘to the ex- 
pressed desires of her people. But we have 
abuudant faith that an iniquity of this kind 
will not long be permitted to stand; and 
that when the rebuke comes it will be more 
than sufficient to compensate the Republican 
party for all the deprivations it may have 
suffered on this account. 
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Senator Marraews will again court damag- 
ing prominence mext week by urging the 
subsidy Texas Pacific bill which was reported 
by the Railroad Committee in March last. 
There is reason to believe that, if this meas- 
ure be forced to a vote, it will meet with its 
death in the Senate.

Of course it was natural to expect BLA. 
Conxiine, Hamuty, Ketitoce, MAtTrTaews, 
MrronzLl, SagGent, and Spencer, to vote 
for this orany other kind of subsidy, but 
the people of Kansas, Iowa, and Nebraska 
will find it difficult to understand why their 
Senators should vote away public money as 
a bounty to speculating ocean steamship 
companies. 


There is now no doubt that Count Scuovv- 
aLorr’s mission to St. Petersburg was un- 
dertaken with the purpose of bringing about 
a compromise between Russia and England 
that would insure peace, but recent advices 
would indicate the probable failure of the 
attempt. Of course ScHouvaLorr must bave 
carried with him assurances of certain con- 
cessions on the part of Great Britain, or the 
journey would have been futile from the 
outset. It now looks as though conditions 
could be agreed upon that would satisfy both 
Powers, if it were not for an insubstantial 
sentiment that may be called national vanity. 
Pride alone would be satisfied by mutual 
concessions, and commercial considerations 
could be equitably adjusted by compromise, 
but the Emperor is represented as fearful of 
losing caste with hisown people, and sacrific- 
ing some of the theoretical dignity of the 
Russian Empire, if he should meet England 
half-way. Something of the same vanity 
has undoubtedly influenced the British Gov- 
ernment in its conduct. If two great na- 
tions shall inffict the horrors and sufferings 
of war upon their people for no higher con. 
sideration than this, the outside world will 
pity the people on both sides, but have no 
special sympathy with either of the two 
Governments.

If Mr. Inox nas been guilty of defraudiag 
the Government, as is generally believed tu be 
the case, he is not the sort of man that is 
worthy to be supported by a great party for the 
exalted office of President, and that pure crowd 
who represents him in the House ought 
to know it. If such a resolution is offered, we 
hope every Republican member of the 
House, including Gen. BuTLER, will vote for it, 
and allow Mr. TILDEN the opportunity to vindi- 
cate himself in a manner that must forever set- 
tle the question. If TILDEN is really guilty of 
the frauds alleged, it is a crime of no ordinary 
maguitude, because of the great prominence 
and high standing of the transgressor, and his 
guilt far transcends that of the ignorant 
whisky thief who gouges instead of gauges 
in order that he may get a 
extra dollars for the support of 
himself and family. And the deeper we go into 
this business, the worse it appears—for TrLpEn.

The severe frosts that fell on Saturday and 
Sunday nights in many sections of Wisconsin 
have had a very depressing effect upon the 
minds of the farmers, as well as upon small 
fruits and garden vegetables. Most damage 
scems to have been doue in the interior portion 
of the State, especially in the vicinity of Madi- 
son and in an area of fifty miles in extent from 
that centre, and probably for two reasons, to- 
wit: the soil is more sandy and quicker there, and 
hence vegetation is earlier than in other coun- 
ties, and the influence of the lake was undoubt- 
edis felt in keeping off the frost in its vicinity. 
But this unfavorable event, like most other dis- 
asters that fall upon us in tuis life, is not as bad 
as it appears to be at first blush. The crop of 
small fruits may be seriously injured, and the 
damage in that direction be beyond repair, but 
not so with garden vegetables. The season is not 
vet sufficiently advanced to prohibit replanting, 
and if done at once a good supply may yet be 
secured before the frosts will fall in the autumn. 
Corn is yet securely in the ground, and early 
potatocs that have prematurely appeared in 
sight as a target for Jack Frost will, like truth 
crushed to earth, rise again in due time and 
vield a good crop. All accounts agree that 
grain and grass never promised a more abundant 


harvest.

In every possible way 
they sought to convince the blacks that if they 
wanted work and wages and personal safety the 
must give up the management of politics to the 
former masters.

Financial Transactions Decreasing— 
Licht Supply of Negotiable 


The Premium on Gold American Cottons 
in China---The Three-Cent 
Nuisance. 


The Produce Markets Less Regular---Wheat Easier 
Corn strong, with a Good Demand 


for Shipment. 


Hogs in Large Supply—Provisions More 
Active, and Rather Heavy. 


FINANCIAL. 


The decteasing clearings are indicative of 8 gen- 
eral decrease of financiai transactions. The banks 
find business dull, and the demand for their loana- 
ble resources inadequate to keep the abundant 
supply in satisfactory employment. Rates of dis- 
count are 6@10 per cent. New York exchange 
continues steady at 60c per $1,000 premium. The 
receipts of currency from the country dre larger 
than the shipments, and there are but few applica- 
tions from the country banks for rediscounts. 
Clearings were $2, 500. 000. 

| THE THREE-CENT PIECE. 

The bill that has passed the House discontinuing 
the coinage of the silver 3 and 5 cent pieces 
is incomplete. The à-cen silver piece is a 
great nuisance, and the people will be glad to have 
done with it, but the 3-cent nickel piece is a 
un greater pest. This coin is almost the exact 
size of the 10-cent silver picce, and is often paid 
out for that coin. The history of the 3-cent 
silver piece 1s an amusing instance of the perversi- 
ty of legislation. It was introduced in 1851, 
though for what reason has never appeared. The 
currency of the country was on the decimal pian, 
and was complete and satisfactory. The new 3-cent 
piece was entirely out of relation with every other 
coin. It could not be converted cvenly into any 
other com. No number of them would make a 
half-dime, dime, quarter, balf-dollar, dollar, eagle, 
or double eagle. Its standard was different from 
that of all the others, being 750 fine, where the 
others were 900. The standard of fineness was 
afterwards raised, and in 1865 the nickel 3-cent 
piece was authorized. The same act tnat demone- 
tized silver restricted the legal-tender quality of 
the 3-cent piece to 25 cents, probably because that 

im could not possibly be paid in 3-cent pieces. 
By an error in the Revised Statutes they are now 
legal tender for $5. The coinage of 3-cent 

| is still continued in excess of the 
demand for them. In the fiecal year 1876 
the minte coined them to the amount of 
$355,000. It has been proposed that the street- 
car companies should deliver the public from this 

Deisance, The law requires the Secretary of the 
Treasury to redeem the 3-cent pieces when pre- 
sented in proper sums. All that is neceessary to 
take them out of circulation is for the street - car 
companies not to pay them out, and to forward 
them tor redemption. The bill now before Con- 
gress should be amended to provide for the discon- 
tinuance of the coinage of all the 3-cent pieces. 
Another coin that ought to follow the 3-cent piece 
1s the 20-cefit piece. 

THE PREMIUM ON GOLD... 

The premium on gold has varied surprisingly 
little since the contract with the Syndicate 
was made. At that time it was Kn 
of 1 per cent. During most of the perioa 
since it has sold at K of 1 per cent. Re- 
cently there has been a slight advance, due no 
doubt to the pressure on the market of the heavy 
‘withdrawals of gold by the Syndicate.to pay for 
‘bonds. Within a month after closing their ar- 

t with the Secretary of the Treasury the 
yndicate bave taken and paid for $25, 000,000 of 
bonds. That these immense transactions have 
been managed with so little disturbance in the 
specie market is evidence of skillful fnanciering. 
The Syndicate and the Secretary of the Treasury 
both deserve credit for them. One power- 
means employed for arresting a rise in 
premium has been the deposit of gold 
the New York banks by the Govern- 
The Secretary of the Treasury has 
the power to do this under the law, and has exer- 
cised it. The official statement of May 1 showed 
that at that time $5, 000, 000 had been placed by the 
Government with the First National Bank of New 
York City to prevent a too rapid withdrawal of specie 
froma the market, and subsequent deposits of the 
same kind have no doubt been made. The trade 
statistics show that gold is coming into this country 
faster than itis exported. A condition of affairs 
in which we are retaining our product of the pre- 
‘cious metals and adding to this accumulation part 
of the stores of foreign nations is very favorable 
to easy resumption. 
n DEMAND IN CHINA FOR AMERICAN 
COTTONS. 

The market in China for American cotton goods 
was lost during the Civil War on account of the 
high cost at which the American goods were pro- 
duced. Inthe last four years good progress has 
been made in recovering the ground then lost. 
The latest Shanghai trade circular states that there 
‘was a orisk demand for American drills, sheetings, 
and jeans, while tbe British goods were negiected.

to procure here exclusively cloths of pure cotton 
of brands largely consumed in China, and hitherto 
obtained from Kugland. The agent has found the 
machinery in our mills superior in many respects 
to that used in England, the help more intelligent, 
dess of it required in this particular branch, and 
consequently, in the aggregate, cheaper: and. with 
the raw material at its low cost, he is sanguine of 
supplymg China largely from our milis. Ip fact, 
he has already succeeded in having shirtings made 
in organization, effect, and cheapness. 
The effect of this new development of dur export 
trade cannot fail to be very beneficial. China is a 
heavy customer.

A DEMOCRATIC DELUSION. 


Dana’s Warning tothe Democrats and Con- 
federates—The Next Presidential Election 
Not Yet Decided. 

New York Sun (Dem.,.-Tiiden organ) May 13. 

One might infer. from the tone of the current po- 
litical literature of the day, that the result of the 
Presidential election in 1880 is a foregone conclu- 
sion; that the Democratic candidate is sure to be 
chosen; and that the only question remaining open 
is, Who shall be the Democratic candidate? Dem- 
ocrate habitually talk in this way; and the voice of 
a Republican of note was recently heard in the 
United States Senate entreating the Democrats to 
be merciful on their accession to power! 

We take asomewhat different view of the po- 
litical outlook, and do not regard the success of the 
Democratic candidate in the next election of Prresi- 
dent as already assured, byany means. If the com- 
bined and powerful effort which is being made to 
identify the Democracy with the spirit of the Re- 
bellion shall prevail, it will prove a morta! taint 
tothe party. A shipwreck made memorable in 
story furnishes on abt precedent for this 
fatuous policy. Theship was going to pieces, and 
all on board appropriated whatever they could lay 
hands on, —the one a chair, anothera table, a third 
a plank,—in hopes to float until they should de 
picked up. There was one fol among the passen- 
gers. He seized upon the anchor, and. coiling the 
rope attached to it around his body, leaped into 
the sea. 

Thie fool's chance to float was as good as that of 
the Democratic party with the Rebellion tied 
around its neck! 

There area few former Rebels in Congress who, 
if they have ever heard the Waris over, seem to 
think the South was the conqueror; and there are 
a few Northern doughfaces in Congress of such 
abject nature that they prostrate themselves to the 
manes of the departed institution of Slavery, and, 
remembering the despotic swav it once heid, con- 
ceive that its very gaost may lift some one of their 
number, more fortunate than the rest, into the 
White House! 

Vain and fatal delusions! It is said the Demo- 
crate will start in the contest in 1880 with ail the 
old Slave States solid in their favor, and that they 
are certain of the 8 smali additional 
number of Electoral votes requisite to a majority.

There happens, however. to be another, just as 
easy and justas simple. If all the old Slave States 
can combine, so can all the old Free States. The 
only thing needed for this ie an occasion, made 
plain to the comorehension of the masses. Then 
there is this difference: all the old Slave States 
combined still require help to elect their candidate: 
whereas the old Free States combined need no help, 
but in themselves constitute a majority, and can 
elect their candidate without extrancous aid. 

The Democratic candidate in i876 was fairly 
elected. So we maintain, on the evidence, at ali 
events. Certain old Rebels in the Democratic 
party traded off the election to the friends of Mr. 
Hayes. Taney connived at the fraud oy which 
Hayes was counted in, and they now conspire wita 
their Northern doughface Democratic allies vo 
block the way to an investigation which would un- 
cover and expose the great fraud. Do men who 
conduct themselves in this way suppose that the 
mass of the Noithern Democracy are so base- born, 
so absolutely wanting in self-respect, as to con- 
tinue to act, to co-operate withthem! What guar- 
antee can these treachérous men give that they 
wonld not sell oat the party on the heels of a sec- 
ond victory?

If a pronounced Republican 
like Gen. Butler or Senator Howe should take the 
lead in exposing these frauds and destroying their 
fruits, we would support him for President in 1550 
in preference to any Democratic candidate who is 
opposed to the investigation or lukewarm about it.

PRICE OF SCHOOL-BOOKS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, May 13.—We notice an editorial article 

in your issue of Friday last which reads as follows: 


The members of the Board of Education need be un- 
der no apprehension of wasting their timo and energies 
wrestiing with the sch monopoly. All they 
can do toward reducing the cost te scholars of the 
books prescribed for use in the city schools will 
practically operate as a reduction of taxes, for the pur- 
chase of books for their children is to many poor fami- 
Hes a serious problem in these 114 times. A re- 
duction of 35 or 50 per cent in the price charged at 
present by the school-book monopoly is well worth all 
the labor and trouble that the Sc Inspectors can 
devote to the undertaking, and the present acitation of 
the question in the Board should not cease uatil some- 
288 and permanent shall have been accom- 
plish 


We freely admit all that the Board can consist- 
ently do to reduce the price of school-books will 
practically operate to lessen taxes and expenses of 
living, and should be done, The same result on 
taxation and expenses of living could be produced 
by a reduction in the price of clothing, food, 
newspapers, house-rent, gas, railroad-fare, ad- 
vertising, cigars, and fermented and unfermented 
liquors. Weclaim that the book-trade is a legiti- 
mate bneiness, that it ought to be permitted to live 
on fair prices, and that it is not right for the press 
to place it in a wrong light before the public. 

ae article is calcuiated to mislead and do in- 
justice to the business. 

First, the assertion that there is a ‘‘school-book 
monopoly. or ever has been, is without founda- 
tion or justification. There was a combination to 

vent destructive competition, called the Pub- 
ishers’ Board of Trade. But it bad no authority 
to regulate prices. There was no untformity of 
prices under it. Each publisher fixed hie own 
rates on hie own books, independent of all others, 
and then, by the rules, he was required to abide oy 
them until be gave notice of a change. We assert 
without fear of contradiction that under that or- 
ganization there were as great differences and as 
„much competition as in any articies of neral 
merchandise; but that organization is dissolved. 

Webster defines a monopoly to be ‘‘the sole 
power of dealing in any species of goods, with a 
country or market, by purchase, or by license from 
Government: permission or power to 
deai, exclusive com or possession.” 
We are not aware that any publishing house, or 
number of houses, has the power of dealing 
with Chicago or any othercity or town. On the 


contrary, every house that nas patronage is

No publisber 
whose books are used in schools dares to hold his 
prices higher than those of other houses which are 
Mors with equally good books, Hence we 
claim that the charge of monopoly does injustice. 

Again, yoo assert that the Board should labor for 
a further reduction of 35 or 50 percent. Allow- 
ing that the book basmmess is legitimate, and there 
are no odjections to its furnishing those who en- 
gage init an honest living, how do you arrive at 
the conclusion that prices should be reduced 5 or 
50 per cent? One year ago we offered our vooks to 
the Board of Education at 40 per cent off from 
retail, at lowest Wholesale. at that time; other 
houses offered from 334 to 40 per cent ock. What 
books we have furnished, and all have been sup- 
plied that have been called for, have been sold at 
40 per cent off, 

You now say we oughtto be made to go 35 or 50 
per cent better. Are you sure about that? What 
evidence have you that we ought-to give 50 per 
cent of from our present oder of 40 per cent of 
of former retail price, or that other honses should 
do s We are willing to go down to hard- pan. 

It may be replied that pupils do not get their 
books at 40 percentofl. Truc; but this is because 
it costs something to handle them. It would take 
the teacher's time. The small dealers do not make 
on an average more than 20 per cent prost. Is tbat 
too much? Can the Board do it cheaper through 
the teachers’ Books are furnished tothe pupils 
through dealers at 20 or 25 per cent less than toree 
years ago. 

ls it the observation of Tun Tripune that book- 
dealers have been unduly prosperous’ Is it not 
true that many good houses have failed in tnis and 
other cities during the last year? Hias Tus minus 
avy facts to show that capital, energy, and talent 
have met with greater reward in this than in other 
business?’ In the United States, a few houses, that 
cau ve counted on ones fingers, have become 
wealthy. They planted their publications years 
ago, and have grown with the growth of the coun- 
try. Great newspapers, dry-goods houses, manu- 
facturing establishments, etc., have grown up in 
the same way, only on a much larger scale. 
Does Tur risuxne know of a book-house 
that has more than paid expenss dar- 
ing the last three years? 
affairs economically’? We chalienge comparison 
with other branches of trade. It is said that we 
employ agents. So do other manufacturing estab- 
lishments. It is asserted taat there are many mid- 
dicemen pushing the sale of b.oks. Middlemen are 
not peculiar to this trace. They are between us 
aud the farmer when we buy our flour, meat, and 
potatoes; between us and the manufacturer when 
we buy our clothes; a lawyer is between us and 
justice; and a minister ia between us and the Gos- 

1. J even suspect that the $3. 90 per quarter that 
on for my Tinte is more than first cost; for 
there is a carrier between me and the pubiisher. 
Weare surrounded dy these odious middlemen 
just as bad as book-dealers. Potatoes can be raised 
for 20 cette per bushel, and yet we pay 30 cents; 
flour for $5 ver barrel, we vay $8. Druggisis 
charge 300 or 400 per cent profit on very many 
articles. 

If we could get rid of the middlemen it would 
great y reduce taxes. But Chicago is mostly made 
up of miadlemen. I fear that if we should banish 
them there wouiii be many vacant houses, and the 
sale of books and Tne Cuicaco Trreune would de 
greatly reduced. Had we not better let them stay? 

It has become quite common to overstate the ex- 
tent of the school book trade and depounce it asa 
monopoly. We stand ready to compare its meth- 
ods of doing business and its profits with any legit- 
imate branch of trade in this city. Two years ago 
the press stated that the books furnisned the 
schools amounted to $180,000 in thiscity. We 
then offered to give bonds to furnizh them at $40, - 
000. It nas recently been stated that it 16 $70, 000. 
This is some reduction from $:80,000, and there 
has been some increase of pupils. We will furnish 
them now for $45, 000 a vear for all of the pupils in 
the public schools of Chicago. Weare free to ac- 
knowledge that there isa profit on scnoo!-books. 
We deny that it is too large. And we are willing 
to afford you personally an opportunity to examine 
into the cost of manufacture, and, after you have 
done so, we bave sufficient confidence in your sense 
of justice to believe that you will not charge us 
with placing too high a price on our manufactures.

INSOLVENCY LAWS. 
Enactmentse of the Various States on the 
Subject of Bankruptcy. 

New York Times. 

The little State of Rhode Isiand has taken time 
by tne forelock, called her Legislature together. 
and gota Bankrupt act of her own, so that em- 
barrassed debters may be discharged from their 
liabilities on surregdering all their property, ana 
creditors can obtain all there ie to be applied for 
the satisfaction of their obligations. Of course, 
the assignment and discharge will be no bar to pro- 
ceedings in the courts of other States against the 
property or person of the debtor. There are not 


many of the States that enjoy the advantage of 
having all their legislators within hailing distance 
of the Capitol, and few of them will cal) special 
sessions for the purpose of providing for bankrupt- 
cies. Where the Legisiatures are still in session, 
very likely they will make some amendments to 
the existing laws, in view of the repeai of the Na- 
tional Bankrupt act which will soon be completed. 
In most cases, however, insolvercy will doubtless 
be left to the operation of such laws as may now be 
in effect or will revive on tne extinction of the 
national provisions which have superseded them 
since 1876. It will be of interest to inquire into 
the status of tne laws bearing on this subject in 
the several States. 

Very tew of them have anything that can proper- 
ly be called a Bankrupt law, even for the benefit of 
their own citizens. Massachusetts has a siatute 
providing for both volantary and compulsory bank- 
ruptcy, somewhat similar in its provisions to the 
national act prior to the amendments of 1874. 
The debtor obtains a discharge on paying 50 
per cent, and complying with all the require- 
ments of the law. or irrespective of the 
amounts paid, provided @ majority of credit- 
ors in number and amount of claims give their 
assent. All claims within the state, and all others 

roved during the proceedings, are barrea against 

uture recovery. There is no Assignment law in 
Massachusetts. Vermont, with a remarxaple pro- 
vision of coming events, adopted a Bankrupt act in 
1876, which was modeled in its general features 
on the national law, and which gives jurisdiction 
to the Probate Courts. It goes a little further than 
the Massachusetts law, inasmuch as it bars all 
claims of non-resident creditors which might have 
deen proved in the proceedings. There is also a 
voluntary assignment law, waich, however, pro- 
vides forno final discharge. Connecticut has an 
old Insolvent law, which never been repealed. 
and which provides that any creditor who, on 
suing for a debt exceéding $100, finds no 
roperty -to attach, may apply to the 

robate Court and have the debtor's prop- 
erty placed in the hands of a trustee to 
be applied to the liquidation of his debts. 
He does not geta full discharge, however, un- 
less 70 per cent is paid. It provides also for vol- 
untary assignments. Maine has no Insolvent law 
except for the settlement of the estates of persons 
deceased. It has, however, provided for the volun- 
tary assignment of a debtor's property for the ben- 
efit of his creditors. The latter are allowed three 
months in which to become parties to the proceed- 
ings, and if taey do not choose to do so they bave 
no share in the benefits, but the debtor is dis- 
charged only as to the claims of those who are 
parties. The New Hampshire Assignment law is 
similar to this, except that only thirty days are al- 
lowed the creditors in which to give their assent to 
the assignment. in this State there is a general 
assigninent act, passed last vear, but it provides 
for only voluntary proceedings, and works 
no final discharge. There is no Bank- 
rupt law, roperly speaking, here. New 
Jersey has an insolvent act intended to secure the 
discaarge of persons under arrest, on surrendering 
their property to an Assignee appointed by the 
Court, bat it does not discharge property from fu- 
ture liability for debts anteduting the proceedings. 
There is also a Voluntaty-Assizgnment law. under 
which all creditors share alike in case they exhibit 
their claims. If they do not, they have no share 
in the dividends from the estate, but do not lose 
their right to recover in future by suits at law. 
The Pennsylvania insolvent laws are only for the 
relief of persons arrested on execution after judg- 
went, and in case of voluntary assignment the 
debtor is discharged only so far as payment is 
made. In Maryland, under voluntary assignments, 
which are the only kind, the debtor is discharged 
only from those claims for which a release is sign- 
ed by the creditor. 

Mostof the Western States nave Voluntary-As- 
signment lawe, but few of them bave provided for 
insolvency proceedings of any other kind. In 
lilinois, for instance, the debtor may apply to the 
County Court and assign all his property for the 
benefit of bie creditors. He must cxhibit an in- 
ventory of his estate and a schedule of indebted- 
ness, with a list of creditors. Notice is given, by 
publication and by mail, and three months allowed 

| for the presentation of claims. Those creditors 
who do not participate receive no dividends untit 
the others are paid in full, but there is no final 
discharge of the debtor, nor is there any provision 
for compelling an assignment. Thestate of the 
law is similarin Ohio, Indiana, Iowa, Minncsota, 
and Kansas. Michigan has an Insolvency act, but 
it provides only for voluntary procecdings. 
The debtor may obtain a. discharge, if 
frand of reierence is shown, but 
from the claims of those uniting 
petition or acceptin ai dividend 
estate. Wisconsin has quite an claborate Insolv- 
ency law. but proceedings are begua only yn volun- 
— tition. Creditors may oppose a discharge, 
and then the issue is tried by a jury. In case the 
decision is favorabie to the insolvent, jadgement is 
entered on confession as to all the claims and a 
discharged entered in each case. In Missouri 
there is no provision for insolvency, and in case 
of voluntary assignment there is no discharge ex- 
cept on fall payment or unanimous consent of the 
creditors. In Nebraska discharge operates only so 
far as the debts are paid. Nevada — 
ency act which provides for a final discharge, but 
fraud on the part of the debtor is punished by im- 
prisonment and disqualification to hold office. As- 
signments, except under this act, are pro- 
hibited. California also has an Insolvency 
law, and tall claims are forever barred which are 
not nted before the final settlement. In Ore- 
gon the only assigaments provided for are to ge- 
cure discharge from arrests, Among the Southern 
States, Alama Arkansas, Filo Georgia. 
Tennessee, and Texas have made no provision at 
all for the distribution of insolvent estates or for 
assignment for the venefit of creditors. Kentucky 
provides for voluntary assignments, but there is 
no final discharge’ without paymentin full. The 
same is true of North Carolina. In South Caro- 
lina the creditors accepting a dividend are de- 
varred from further recovery, but no others.

Under the former a discharge may be 
dbtained as to tne claims of those who consent to | 
the assignment; under the latter a full discharge 
is uted with the consent of a majotity of the 
c tors in number and amount of claims. 

Thus it will de seen that there are only four 
States in which the creditors Of an msolvent 
son can take steps to secure the application of all 
his property to the satisfaction of bis just debts, 
and prevent fraudulent CONVevances or un- 
just preferences from being made. There is a 
very small number in which 3 bankrupt can get 
extricated and freed from his obligations by sur- 
rendering ali his property, Im most States, all 
that can be done is for the unfortunate debtor to 
surrender all he has and rely on the considerate 
favor of bis creditors to releare him. In some 
cases they are not even allowed to doitso as to 
stop future prosecution. Where voluntary assgn- 
ments are made, evasion, an Unequal distribution, 
and a complete disregard of the rignts of a part of 
the creditors are easy enoaghand commonly occur. 
Beside, no State law can be enforced beyond the 
juriediction of its own courts. The repeal of the 
Bankrupt act will leave complete anarchy and con- 
fusion in regard to the rights of insolvent debtors 
and their creditors. 


THE COURTS. 


The Sturges Case—Record of Judgments, 
Neu Suits, Bankruptcies, Etec, 

An interesting question was decided yesterday 
by Jadge Knickerbocker in the Probate Court. 

It arose in the course of argument upon the 
presentation of the account of the executors of 
the will of Walter Wright, deceased. Thomas 
Lyman, one of the executors, Claimed 85. 000 for 
attorney's fees expended by him about the man- 
agement of the estate. The principal services for 
which the charge was made were rendered in com- 
prowising intended attacks upon the validity of 
the will, threatened to be made upon it by the 
heira®@who were disinherited by the same. Mr. 
Lyman, besides being one of the executors of such 
will, was, with Mrs, A. k. Webster, the principal 
devisee, and the attorneys for Mr. Lyman were pot 
the attorneys for Mr. Lewis D. Webster, the co- 
executor with Mr. Lyman. 

Upon these facts the Jadge decided that Lyman 
could not be allowed any sum of money for attor- 
ney's fees expended in the Compromise of threat- 
ened assaulty upon the will, because such compro- 
mises couid not be made by an executor acting in 
hie representative cupacity, but must be charged 
to have been made by Mr. Lyman for hia individual 
benefit. The estate. considered as a fund, was not 
benefited by such compromise, and the admission 
or rejection of the will to probate couldn't impair 
the amount of the estate. It was not within the 
proper duties of an executor, as an administrator 
of the estate in this Court, to make such compro- 
mises, and he could not bringin matters where he 
was interested as a Trustee under the will, and 
other thau those where he was interested as a rep- 
resen.ative of the personal property in course of 
administration. 

The question had been most ably argued by Mr. 
John P. Wilson on behalf of Mrs. Webster, and 
Mr. Hitchcock, of the firm of Hitchcock & Dupee, 
on behalf of Mr. Lyman. 

The Court finally alowed Mr. Lyman the sum of 
$500 attorney's fees fur services rendered in the 
course of adm'nistration. 

W. N. STURGES, 

The mandamus case of W. N. Sturges against 
the Board of Trade, o compel them to reinstate 
him, came up yesterday morning before Judge Mc- 
Allister, en a motion to quash the summons and 
return. and for a change of venue. 

The return on the summons stated that service 
had been made by reading to the defendant. 

The Judze saidit might ae well have been read 
to the wind, and ordered the return quashed. 

The summons was made returnubile to one par- 
ticular Judage,—Judge McAllister,—and he, while 
thinking it was regular. said did not wish to pass 
any opinion on the question at once. He intimat- 
ed that each Judge was by himself a court, so that 
a summons could be made retarnable to any one. 

Mr. Dent, counsel for the Board of Trade, then 
read an affidavit of William Dickinson, Vice- 
President of the Board, to the effect that Judge 
McAllister was prejudiced, and asked for a change 
of venne. 

The Judge scouted the idea that he was preju- 
diced against a majority of the members of the 
Board of Trade. and intimated that the prejudice, 
if anv. was on the side of the Board. As, howev- 
er, the petition was in the proper form, he would 
allow the motion. ; 

An applicatien was at once made to Judge Rog- 
ers to hear the case, but be was besy, and would 
not even tet a day. And there the matter rests. 

THE RETORT UNCOURTEOUS. 

About two months ago. it will be remembered, 
A. B. Condit, the Treasurer of the Town of Leske, 
Peter Murphy, the Town Collector, and George 
Muirhead, the Assessor, were arrested on a war- 
rant issued by Justice D’Wolf on a charge ot re- 
céiving illegal fees for their services as town 
officers and members of the Board of Trustees. 
The parties instrumental in making the charges 
were Monroe N. Lord, Robert A. McCleilan, and 
William H. Harvey. A change of venue was taken 
to Justice Foote, andafter the town books had 
been examined the case was tried, and dismissed 
for want of evidence. And now these town officera, 
feeling therfiselves aggrieved, began three suits 
against the above parties to recover $10,000 
damages apiece, which Ahey claim they have sus- 
tained by their unfounded arrest.

HUMPHREYS AND COWDEN ON OUTLETS 


AND LEVEES. 

The New Orleans Picayune, speaking of the best 
method of saving the plantations of the Lower 
Mississippi from overflow during high water, says: 

It is so well known that Humpbreys and Abbot 
[United States Engineers] believe in the efficiency 
of ovliets asm method of lowcring the flood-level 
of the Mississippi, vided such outlets could be 
safely made, that it would be absurd to deny it 
and superfluous to assert it. And they have de- 
clared that outlets, 80 far as the river itself is 
concerned, are of great utility. 


Commenting on, this, the St. Louis Republican 
observes: 


The outlet theory is based on the idea that. if 
the water is all contined within levees, the floods 
will rise higher, and Gen. Humphreys has ap- 
proved the Levee Commission's report, which es- 
timates that the flood- waters will rise eight or ten 
feet higher than ever, if all the crevasses and 
gaps in the levees are closed, and that to build 
them high enough will cost $46, 000, 000, 

Our contemporary must koow that, if outlets 
lower the flood-line, closing them must raise it. 
Hence, if Humphreys and Abbot are right, we 
must leave both the natural and artificial outiets 
open, or we must adopt the alternative of elevating 
the floods ten or a dozen feet higher, and carrying 
them down through a thousand miles or more to 
the sea, between levees, at a cost of $46, 000, 000. 

We ask our friend, the Picayune, seriously, if it 
would not be Cheaper (supposing Humphreys and 
Abbot are right) to pay for the lands inundated by 
Bonnet Carre and other crevasses now open, than 
to face the increased danger of carryi the flood- 
surface of the river so much higher, — expending 
such an enormous sum of money on works which 
must cave in from time to time, and endanger more 
territory than the present flood-ijevels will. 

hat answer has the Picayune to make to our 
erence to the 450 miles of shoaling from Plamb 
Point down to Lake Providence, reported by Maj. 
Suter, U. S. A., and the declaration of Humphreys 
and Abbot that outlets are of great utility.

Only thirty-dve years ago she shipped more wheat 
thun any other port on the Great Lakes, Buffalo 
alone excepted. Maasillon, now scarcely known 
in the wheat-trade, was the chief point of original 
receipt, and received a larger amount of wheat 
than any other port of the world from the actual] 
producers. Now both Cleveland and Maasillon 
draw a large proportion of their breadstuffa from 
the Northwest. Westward tae wheat-producing 
region takes its way, but this condition of affairs, 
although it will last for many years, will not be 
permanent. With improved agricuiture, wheat 
Will again be grownin large quantities where it is 
now neglected; and the increased settlement of the 
West will, after a certain point is reached, provide 
consumers nearer the places of production in that 
region.

There are but a few points which require ex- 
planation. 

The Receiver’s pay may seem large. The statute 
on the subject is, that the compensation shall not 
exceed 5 per cent on all amounts coilected. He 
collected over $350,000, which, at 5 per cent, 
would have made $17.500. but by order of Court 
his compensation was fixed at the amount given in 
the schedule. He went in a year ago, and this is 
all he has received. If he don't collect anything 
more, he will get nothing more; and if the suit 
against the stockholders should fail of realizing 
anyising, he will have to do al! his work without 
reward. 

Mr. Sherman ie the attorney of the Auditor, and 
was employed by the Auditor for the purpose of 
filing the origina) bill against the Republic. Al- 
though not employed at all by the Receiver, he has 
to be paid out of the estate. 

The taxes are on the large quantities of land held 
by the Repuolic. some in Hyde Park, and some 
scattered throughout Southern and Western States. 

The worst item in the batch is that of the $1,009 
allowed Kellogg for valuing policies. This is the 
balance of an item of $3, 500 which he got for doing 
practically nothing. The valuing of a policy is a 
thing which can be done by a smart boy who un- 
deretands arithmetic and has She forms at his 
finger-ends. Mr. Kellogg charges at the rate of $1 
a policy. The very best of actmarics would be 
glad to do it at one-tenth of that. Moreover, ac- 
cording to Mr. Ward. the actual work was done by 
a clerk in Mr. Wara's office who was probably paid 
at the rate of 8100 a month. All that Mr. Kellogg 
did wae to certify to the correétness of the caicula- 
tions, and to sign his name to about 3,500 certifl- 
cates, being the papers sent out to the 3.500 
policy-holders. This allowance of $3,500 was not 
made by Mr. Ward, but was by order of Court 
after testimony had been taken hefore some Master 
in Chancery, the testimony being that, probably, 
of some other actuary who is in the habitof making 
eqnaily unholy charges. 

The administration of the assets of the Republic 
seems, as far as the reporter's examination could 
5 to have been economically conducted. There 

ave been none of those extraordinary charges 
which have made the administration of the Bank- 
rupt law so unpopular. All possible steps seem 
to have been taken to accommodate the policy- 
holders. They have been enabled to prove their, 
claims without expense; and, although scattered 
all over the country,—some being in Maine, some 
in florida, some in Texas, ana some in other 
States,—they have all received their dividends 
without Complaint being heard from any one of 


them.

THIRD NATIONAL. 

It is altogether probable that Receiver Jackson, 
of the Third National Bank, will be paying out a 
third dividend—one of 10 per cent—within a couple 
of weeks. This will make 65 per cent which the 
creditors will have saved out of the broken bank. 
So far, none of the bank's real estate has been 
touched, and the paper is not exhausted. The pros- 
pect, therefore, of further dividends is quite good. 

Judge Otis has gone to New York, probably on 
business connected with the State Savings Institu- 
thon, whose Receiver he 16. Just what the nature 
of his errand is, his Lieutenants do not know, but 
it is not at all improbable that it relates to the sale 
of certain bonds belonging to the bank.

THE RATE OF DISCOUNT. 

The Committee on City Scrip, appointed at the 
meeting of May 10, met at the rooms of the Citi- 
zens’ Association yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 
There were present of the Committee Marshall 
Field (Chairman), A. A. Carpenter, Jacob Rosen- 
berg, A. A. Sprague, Murry Nelson, L. J. Gage, 
J. C. Ambler (Secretary); and of the sub-commit- 
tees appointed by that Committee Monday, J. W. 
Oakley. J. H. Walker, J. W. Skinkle, T. W. Har- 
vey, J. A. Kirk. D. 3. Fiesk., lienry W. King, 
Thomas Murdock, A. F. Seeberger, V. C. Turner, 
J. Hi Bradley, J. M. Walker, O. W. Potter, Rob- 
ert Law. John B. Drake. W. G. Hibbard. C. M. 
Henderson, M. A. Meyer, Edson Keith, and oth- 
ers, representing all the committees then ap- 

minted. 

The Chairman stated the object of the mecting, 
and a full and free discassion of the whole subject 
was had. Among other things the rate of discount 
proposed by the Committee (8 per cent) was 
brought to the attention of the meeting, the Chair- 
man and others explaining why that rate had been 
adopted.

that to undertake ta do so would result in a failure to 
raise a sufdicient amount fur this purpose. 

The meeting was very harmonious, and all pres- 
ent agreed to serve on their respective committces. 
The subscription papers will be circulated imme- 
diately. 

Atter appointing committees to attend to certain 
dotatis necessary to carry out the work of the syn- 
dicate, the particulars of whicn will de published 
to-morrow, thé meeting adjourned.

Two cases of small-pox, which had been conceal- 
ed from the Health Officers, were discovered ves- 
terday on Centre avenue and Seventeentia street. 
As they were neariv well they were not disturbed. 
Peoole may not know it, but tne concealment ot 
coutagious diseases is apt to get them into trouble. 


The Treasurer's receipts were: Collector, $300: 
Water-Office, $4,265.17; Comptroller, $529.94: 
total. $4,594.94. He paid out $1,000, redeeminy 
one revenue warrant of 1877 for $2,100. All the 
warrants under $2,000 will be taken up as they 
fall due, and the larger ones also, if there is money 
enough on hand. 


It was rumored that Capt. Gund had-tesigned, or 
intended to do so, and that Lieuts. Gerbing, Fox, 
Baus, and Hathaway were aspirants for the vacan- 
cy.

Mr. Ambler, the Secretary of the Scrip Commit- 
tee. was at the City-tiall this morning, urging the 
authorities to get the Fuller case into the supreme 
Court as soon as possible, since a favorable decis- 
ion woula greatly enhance tobe value of the paper. 
Mr. Bonfield said he would make up his mind in a 
day or two,—that he would defer to the wishes of 
those wno purpose floating the scrip, and thus 
aiding the city in its trouble. For himself, how- 
ever, he says that the true policy is to get all the 
questions involved before the Court at one time. 
when they could be passed upon in a bunch, which 
would be much more satisfactory than one now 
and another then. 


No method nas as yet been adopted as to the 
payment of the present scrip when it becomes due; 
that is, whether it will be paid according to its 
date, or the rule of first come first served prevail. 
It is understood, however, that the Comptroller 
has in preparation an ordinance upon the subject, 
the gist of which is to redeem the warrants put out 
April 15 between Jan. 1 and May 15, the date of 
the second issue; and between May 15 and June 
15 those issued on the first-mentioned date, and vo 
on. This would be a fair arrangement, since those 
who take the December paper would have to wait 
fortherr money, if they do not turn it in for taxes, 
as long as those who have taken the January scrip. 


The Gas Inspector says.there was a clerical error 
in the report he submitted to the Council Monday 
evening. Instcad of the average consumption of 
the West Side lamps being 4.54 feet per hour. it 
was 3.54. The South and North Side figures, 3. 37 
feet, however, were correct. In view of the fact 
that the Council had ordered three-foot burnera to 
be used, a reporter asked Mr. Siebel how it came 
about that so much more gas was burned. He said 
that the three-foot burners obtained from New 
York were tested there by a one-inch pressure, 
wnereas here the pressure was two inches. He 
reported them a» not three-foot burners, 
as they showed, when put on, that the 
consumption all over the city was three and 
one-third fect. But the Department 
of Puolic Works seemed to think that the getting 
of other burners would cost more than the retain- 
ing of the present ones would. Since those tests 
were made. aowever, the West-Side Company hai 
used more coal and less oil in the manufacture. 
and, the gas being lighter, more went tarough the 
burners. This accounted for the differenc between 
the consumption of the West and South Side lamps. 
If purely three-foot burners were used, about 
$21,000 a year could be saved; but, said Mr. 
Siebel. it is mo cconomy to use such a small 
burner, since you get less light for your moncy 
With three-foot burners the illuminating power 
would be less in proportion than tae saving,

This was only a 
short time afterthe Perolstein affair, yet his wealth 
had increased to 858, 300, which figures he swore 
were correct.

Tak- 
ing advantage in a lull in the conversation, 
which had been devoted to the price of corn and 
the net cost of making highwines, one of the 
party, turning to the scribe, remarked, * The 
woods are full of em.“ Full of whom!“ 
suggested the newsgatherer. Why, Revenue 
Agents of course. Wonder what they're going 
to drive at?’ ‘The reporter professed profouna 
ignorance of the matter alluded to, but kept 
his ears open for any revelations that might be 
made. He waited for some time, but no secrets 
were disclosed; the conversation took a more 
general range, and when the geng sounded the 
hour of adjournment all hands solemnly 
ambled out to Fourth street, and each one 
sought tbe nearest way to lunch. 

Revenue-Agents Meyer, of Chicago, and 
Brooks, of Philadelphia, have arrived, and re- 
ported to Gen. Sewell for duty. Ide latter 
informed your correspondent that he and the 
agents named, together with Messrs. Grimeson, 
Trumbull, Whitfield, and Mitchell, would devote 
themselves to 

MAKING A THOROUGH INVESTIGATION 
of the district. Retail houses, rectifying estab- 
lishments, wholesale dealers, and distillers 
would be subjected to a Custom-House search, 
and, if anything of a crooked character were 
found, somebody’s cats would be skinned. In 
the afternoon there was an elaborate going-over 
of the retail establishments, in the hope of find- 
ing empty packages on which the stamps had 
not been canceled as the law directs.

LEFT NO UNCOVERED TRACKS 
that might lead to unpleasant complications. 
Last Feoruary they were warned to get their 
houses in order, and they promptly obeyed the 
summons. One very cold morning in that 
month the Revenue Agents, who had been 
watching the distillery of Henry Detendahi, 
detected “an overzealous em plove’’—that is the 
technical phrase in Chicago—removing a wagon 
load of spirits, which had not paid the tax, from 
uis house at Foster Junction, on the Little Mi- 
ami Railroad, some twenty-five miles from Cin- 
cinnati. Tbe goods were consigned toa Pearl 
street rectifying house. After the spirits had 
been carted along the road a iew miles, the offi- 
cer pounced down on the stuff and seized 
wagon, horses, and goods. One of tae over- 
zealous employes made rapid tracks to 
Defendahl’s house, and, getting him out 
of bed, reported what had defallen 
the plunder. Defendah) nitched up his bugey, 
and, arming himself witn a sledge-hammer, 
drove rapidly in pursuit oi the revenue folks, 
who were slowly making their way to this city. 
He soou caught up, and before they could inter- 
pose any objections he had 

KNOCKED IN THE HEADS OF THE BARRELS, 
and the un-tax-paid whisky speedily made an 
odorous puddie on the road. Defendahl's nouse 
was subsequently seized. He was arrested and 
held for trialat the May term of the Circuit 
Court. Yesterday he was found guilty, and in 
the course of a few days will receive a sentence 
ommeusurate with the enormity of the offense 
of which he has been convicted. 

This seizure had a general salutary effect. 
All the houses here, save one, which had been 
in the habit of *“‘nipping’’ a barrel here and 
there, abandoned the scheme as being too 
risky, and devoted themselves, so far as is at 
present known, to getting the best of the Gov- 
ernment by means of the liberal gauge.“ 
The one unfortunate who did not have his 
house in order was taken into camp Saturday. 

COLLECTOR WEITZEL 

has frequently made it his boast, since the Cin- 
einnati whisky troubles arose, that he would 
rather be takeu for a knave than a fool. There 
are people who believe him to be a compound of 
both, though the majority lean to the latter. 
They say he is a good-natured fel- 
low, occasionally given to going out 
to see a man.“ and not addicted to those close 
habits of business so careiully laid down in 
Poor Rienard’s’’ almanac. The most dam- 
aging feature connected with his official career 
is the fact that whisky men Rave been and are 
his bondsmen, and his most intimate ovolitical 
and personal friend—in fact, his boon com- 
panion—is one of the keenest and sharpest of 
the sharp and keen distillers of this city. To 
be precise about it, his name is George Duck- 
worth, a relative by marriage of Gov. Bishop, 
and the owner of a 1,000-bushel house on West- 
ern avenue, between Harrison and Bank streets. 
In many respects Duckworth suggests Parker 
R. Mason, of your city, but he has seen more of 
the worid, and has a finer polish. 

Sbortiy after Grant’s second accession to the 
Presidency, Lewis Weitzel, thanks to the kind 
offices of bis brother Godirey, Brevet Major- 
General and Chief of Engineers, etc., at 
troit, was appointed Collector of the First Dis- 
trict of Ohio. He gave a bond, dated April 13, 
1873, for $100,000, with 

THE FOLLOWING SURBETIES, 
each justifying in $40,000: Jacob Pfau and An- 
drew Pierrmann, wholesale liquor dealers;

Subsequently Weber 
and Bogen failed, aud Collector Weitzel was 
called upon for a new bond, which was given

Duckworth 
informed C. A. Donneliey, a Deputy-Auditor in 
the City Administration, that if he would see 

Lew Weitzel he might get a Gaugership. A 
Democratic whisky-maker offering a Gaugersbip 
to a Republican was somewhat of a novelty, 
when it is considered that the persona) relations 
of the twaiv were not of that loving character 
which would entitle them to be called Damon 
and Pythias. Donnelley took the proffered 
job under advisement. He consulted 
with bis friends, and soon discovered 
that it was a plot, which, if carried 
out, would enable Weitzel to claim 
that he had placated the anti-Ring Republicans, 
and thereby give him a renewed lease of confi- 
dence at the hands of the Admivistration. In 
this be counted witaout reckoning.

Fairbank called at Duckworth’s just as fifty-five 
barrels of wine nad been driven off. “ See that 
raw? said Duckworth; I get

on it.“ Fairbank asked no questions. No 
doubt he mentally figured the profit at 90 cents 
a gallon, and then he did not wonder how Cin- 
cinnati was enabled to sell whisky for less than 
the honest maouiacturer can afford to produce 
it. These dispatches have informed your read- 
ers how this liberal gauging has been accom- 
plished, and there is no need to refer to it 
again. 

The hog cholera has broken out at some of 
the houses. Rabe and Duckworth have lost 
many animals, and it wili take considerabie 
.iberal gauging to recoup the loss. 

THE PEORIA DISTILLERS.

WEITZEL’S SUCCESSOR. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasatneton, D. C., May 15.—The nomina- 
tion of a successor to Collector Weitzel, be- 
lieved to be Amor Smith, was ready to be 
transmitted to the Senate to-day, but was 
withheld until to-morrow at the request of 
Collector Weitzel. The following letter from 
Secretary Sherman explains the situation, and, 
as will be seen, reaffirms the Secretary’s former 
letter assuring Collector Weitzel that no recent 
events prompted the request for his resignation: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, WaAsuineTon, D. C., 
May 15, 1878.— Dan Sin: I have talked with the 
President, and he readily consents that your mat- 
ter may go over until to-morrow; but he and 
I both agree that, under all tae circumstances. 
we must insist upon its being determined then. I 
stand by my leiter to you, and it is absolutely true 
that the proposed change in your office was not 
caused by, and does not depend in any way upon, 
the recent seizures or the facts which led to them, 
but upoa the facts stated to you by the President 
in your first interview with him, and which led him 
to ask your resignation. It was a great pleasure 
for me to give you this assurance, and I do so 
again.

WEITLEL SEES KAUM. 

After receiving this letter Collector Weitzel 
went at once to Commissioner Raum, and 
asked for his version of the reason for the 
resignation being requested. If reply to a 
note asking for correct particulars of this in- 
terview, various statements having gained cur- 
rency in regard Co it, the Commissioner furnish- 
ed the following statement with tis note: 

May 15.—The inciosed is substantially what 
passed between Collector Weitzel and myself this 
morning. Respecttully, GREENE B. Baum. 

»Collector Weitzel called on Commissioner 
Raum to-day, and a conversation ensued in 
regard to matters in the Cincinnati District. 
and in respect to the resignation of 
Collector Weitzel. Commissioner Raum stated to 
Collector Weitzel that ne had forsome time sus- 
pected frauds in Cincinnati; that he had placed 
agents there to look into toese matters, and he 
finally came to the conclusion that the interests of 
the public service would be promoted by a change 
in the office of Collector. Thathe called the at- 
tention of the Secretary of the Treasury and the 
President to the condition of things, and it was 
considered that, as Collector Weitzel was then en- 
gaged in a caucus for the nomination for the office 
of Sherif, it would be a ~ovroper time 
to ask for his resignation. Commissioner Raum 
stated to Collector Weitzel that he had no dispusi- 
tion to damage his character; that he was satisfied 
that he had accoanted for all the public funds col- 
lected by him, but he stated frankly that he 
thought the business of the Goverument had not 
received carefal attention in the district, and there- 
fore he advised achange. Commissioner Raum 
ted to Col. Weitzel that he did not inspire or 
give the data for the Cincinnati Gazetie articie of 
the 6th inst. ; that he regretted the appearance, for 
the reason that it had i interfered in 
securing the Collector's resignation, and also had 
hastened tne action of the office in regard to the 
seizures. Collector Weitzel stated that he haa 
recent letters of commendation from the office. He 
also said that be was disposed to abide by the re- 
sult of the investigations going on in Cincinnati; 
that under the circumstances he could not resign.’ 

The Department has information from Cin- 
cinvati that the examination now in progress 
has developed a number of fraudulent opera- 
tions on the part of retail dealers, but the houses 
from which they received their goods were not 
named. A force of Storekeepers has beeu or- 
dered from Louisville to co-operate in the move- 
ment now in vrogress. 

Col. Moulton arrived here to-nignt. The dis- 
pateh of the 6th, alluded to above by Commis- 
sioner Raum, was the first publication made in 
regard tothe operations in Cincinnati, and it 
was never attributed to nim in these dispatches.
